Beginning July 1, 1952, the National Bureau of Standards will broadcast new SW radio 
disturbance forecasts vie ths NBS standard frequency broadcasting station W/V. This 
new service will replace the readio disturbance warning ndtices that have been trans - 
mitted by WV since 1946, The broadcasts will tell users of radio transmission paths 
over the North Atlantic the condition of the ionosphere at the time of the announce- 
ment and also how good or bad comnunication dondx are expected to be for the next 12 
hours, The NBS radio disturbance forecasts, prepared 4 times daily, will be . 
trensmitted in Morse code twice each hour - 10} and 49% mirmres past the hour on WV 
standard frequencies of 2.5, 5, 10, 15, 20 & 25 mg/s. as was done prior to July 1. As 
in the past, the notices will include a letter indicating present radio reception CX. 
However, the new notices will also contain a digit indicating the exppeted quality of 
future reception. As before, the letters used will be 'N' 'Ut & "WW", signifying that 
radio propagation 6X are normal, unsettled or disturbed, respectively. The digit will 
be the forecast of expected quality of tronsmitting conditions on the NBS-CRPL scale 
of 1 (impossible) to 9 (excellent).

If, for example, propagation CX at the time of the forecast is made are normal but 
are expected to be only "fair to pocr" within the next 12 hours, the forecast state- 
ment would be broadcast as "N4" in Morse code, repeated 5 times, The NBS fore- 
casts are based on information obtainedyfrom a io rld-wide network of geophysical and 
solar observatories, Data on the development of sunspots, solar eruptions, and other 
activities of the sun are funnelled into the NBS Central Radio Propagation Laboratory 
in Washin ton, D.C. Radio soundings of the upper atmosphere, SW reception data and 
similar information are also readily available. ‘Trained forecasters digest the infor- 
mation and formulate tne predictions. The forecasts are Sssued by NBS regularly each 
day at 0500, 1130, 1700 and 2300 UT (Universal Time). Each forecast statement will be 
proadcast by WV for 2 period of about 6 héurs - until the next forecast is issued. 
Tims the forecast prepared at 1700 UT will be first broadcast at 171930 ani then at 
L-nourly intervals through 224930, The broadcast at 231830 will then carry tle next 
disturbance forecast issued at 2300 UT. Tne letter portion of the forecast, de- 
scribing the quality of radio propagation 6X, is valid only for the North Atlantic 
transmission path at the time the forecast is issued from NBS. The digit portion is 
a forecast of the average quality of communication CX along these paths in the lehcur 
period beginning at 0000, 0600, 1200 or 1800 UT, about an hour after the time at whic 
the letter describes the DX. Forexample, a forecast statement of "75" issued at 050° 
UT seans that at 0500 the SX across the North Atlantic path were disturbed < that in 
the period 0500-1800 the average of CX is expected to improve to quality 5 (fair). 
The new NBS radio disturbance forecasts refer only to North Atlantic pabhs, such as 
Washington to London, or New York to Berlin. The forecasters assume the most suitab- 
le radio frequencies for com.unications ere available and in use along these paths. 
Because of this assumption, their notices must be interpreted on a relative scale in 
terms of experience on each radio circuit in use. It is impossible to rate CX on 4&1 
absolute scale because of the varied effects of transmitter power, type of com=unice: 
tions traffic & proceedure, antennas, and receivers prevent an evaluation that wil! 
be valid for all systems % all circuits. One purpose of broadcasting both a descrjv 
tion & a forecast is to show more clearly whether propagation CX are expected to de-
